The substantial majority by which was voted 
a grant of £50,000 to the Earl of Cromer in 
consideration of his eminent services as Agent 
and Consul-General in Egypt will be felt by the 
public to give appropriate expression to i‘ 
national sentiment, In the pages of history 
Lord Cromer’s splendid work in Ezypt, says 
the “Times”, will shed lustre upon the ave 
in which it was performed, and, among 
things of less intrinsic value and things 
which we could afford to forget altoget}oy 
will shine forth as a vindication of it 
claim to have shown the world what is best 


— 


and noblest in Imperial achievement. The | 


nation owes it to itself not less than to 
Lord Cromer to make some signal recogni. 
tion of services which enhance the national 
reputation by their powerful appeal to the 
moral sense of the civilizéd world. For the 
effect of that appeal the nation does not 
wait upon the judgment of posterity. It has 
been approved by one of the most remark. 
able and beneficent changes in our inter. 
national relations which this generation has 
witnessed. This coantry is now in actual 
enjoyment of a close friendship with France 
which has been rendered possible by the 
tact, the patience, and the inflexible justice 
of Lord Cromer’s conduct of affairs through 
a particularly critical time and in p 

liarly difficult circumstances. We might 
have a great ruler of Egypt conferring immense 
benefits upon her people, and doing valuable 
service to his country, yet failing to add the 
supreme service of contiliating a proud and 
sensitive nation, and of converting antagonism 
and suspicion into friendship and confidence, 
That task had to be accomplished in Egypt, 
otherwise no efforts in other quarters could 
have fully succeeded, and that it was accom- 
plished is due to Lord Cromer’s personal 
qualities and to the undeviating constancy 
with which he made its accomplishment one 
of the cardinal aims of his life. Nor does that 
achievement, great as it is, exhaust the force 
of the moral appeal. For there were other 
nations besides France on the alert to find 
some weak spot in the administration of Egypt, 


+ and to pounce upon any defect, even of manner, 


as an excuse for creating serious embarassment. 

There are plenty of precedents for making 
substantial awards to successful soldiers and 
sailors, but not so many for recognizing in this 
manner the merits of civil administrators. The 
reason may be in part that the time was when 
greatcivil administrators became rich during the 
course of theiradministration bysome automatic 
process which did not arouse much curiosity. 
But in part the reason probably isthat mankind 
have been accustomed to think much more 
highly of the art of warand of the qualities ofa 
greatcommanderthan ofthelessshowy but more 
beneficient art of peace and the qualities ofa 
great administrator. It accords with the fitness

of things that a Government which in other 


directions is protesting against great arma- 
ments, and by implication against the habit 
of mind that glorifies those who employ them, 
should offer a recognition of greatness in the 
art of peaceful and beneficent ‘rule more sub- 
stantial and conspicuous than has yet been 
given in our history: By enlarging precedent 
in this direction it emphasizes the change of 
attitudewhich it recommends to this and other 
countries, and perhaps does-more than can 
be done by any verbal protestations to per- 
snade other people of the seriousness of its 
views. It is all the more regrettable that a 
certain section of its supporters has already 
intimated an intention to oppose the grant to 
Lord Cromer when it comes up for discussion 
on Tuesday. Wecan only hope that opposition 
will be limited to a section which makes 
no secret of its hostility to anything that 
may redound to the credit or advantage of 
this: country. -It is one of the incidental 
merits of Lord Cromer’s adininistration of 
Egypt that he has been too singleminded and 
too absolutely preoccupied with the great in- 
ternational and administrative aims that he set 
before himself from the first ever to have done 
anything that could arouse the susceptibilities 
of either English party. He has been a servant 
of the Crown and the nation ina sense »0 
full and complete that there is no room fora 
trace of party feeling in considering His Ma- 
jesty’s recommendation. 

If we must glance at what may be called the 
business side of the matter, it may be observed 
that distinguished public servants are rewarded 
with honours conferred by the Sovereign, and 
that money awards are ancillary to these 
honours, They are intended to prevent the 
honours from being a grievous burden to 
those upon whom they are conferred, and thus 
to avoid the conversion of reward into mockery. 
An earldom is a worse than barren reward 
unless a man is enabled to support his station 
in a becoming manner. Lord Cromer went te 
Egypt a man far from rich, and it is generally 
believed that he has left it a poorer man Had 
he applied his great business abilities to lus 
own affairs instead of to those of the country 
during the last quarter of a century, no one 
can doubt that he would have made himselt 
with less labour wealthy enough either to take 
an earldom or to do very well without tt. He 
has been made an earl as part of the general 
arrangements by which — the nation eX 
presses its sense of what 1s fitting and becom 
ing, and the grant now made is merely the 
logical complement of what has already been 
(lone.

MESSAGE TO PARLIAMENT 


As announced in our eable of the 25th the 
message from the throne expressing his Ma- 
jesty’s recognition of Lord Cromer’s services to 
Egypt, and recommending a money grant of 
£50,000 to his lordship was read in both 
houses of Parliament on Wednesday last. 

The Lord Chancellor read the King’s mes- 
sage to the House of Lords, which was as 
follows :— 

“His Majesty, having taken into considera- 
tion the eminent services rendered by Earl 
Cromer, former Agent and Consul-General in 
Egypt, and being desirous in recognition of 
such services to confer upon him some signal 
mark of his favour, recommends to the House 
of Lords that they do concur in granting Lord 
Cromer the snm of fifty thousand pounds,” 
(Hear, hear. ) 

In the House of Goan Sir H. Campbell- 
Bannerman, who was standing at the Bar, hay- 
ing been called upon by the Speaker, said :— 
A message from the King, Sir, signed by his 
Majesty's own hand. (Cheers.) 

The right hon. gentleman then advanced up 
the floor of the House and handed his Majesty’s 
message to. 

The Speaker, who read it to the House as 
follows :—His Majesty, taking into considera- 
tion the eminent services rendered by the Earl 
of Cromer, formerly Agent and Consul-General 
in Egypt, and being desirous, in recognition of 
such services, to confer on him some signal 
mark of his favour, recommends to his faithful 


*| Commons that he should be enabled to grant 


to Lord Cromer the sum of £50,000. 
and some cries of “Oh.”) 

Sir H. Campbell-Bannerman.—I beg to move, 
Sir, that his Majesty’s gracious message be 
referred to Committee of Supply. (‘‘Hear, 
hear,” and some hon. members, ‘No.’’) 

Mr. W. Redmond.—May [| ask the right 
hon. gentleman when it is likely that, this 
grant will come up for discussion ? 

Sir. H. Campbell-Bannerman.— On ‘Tuesday 
next, Sir. 

Mr. W. Redmond.-—I beg to give notice 
that I will oppose it. (Hear, hear. ) 

The motion was then agreed to. 

The interesting ceremony connected with 
the presentation of the Royal message is 
thus deseribed by the “Manchester Guar- 
dian’s” Parliamentary correspondent. :— 

Noble Lords as well as lowly Commoners 
had to be reminded to-night that a message 
from the King, “signed with His Majesty’s 
own hand,” could not properly be delivered 
to an assembly with all its hats on. The 


(Cheers, 


reminder, of course, was conveyed without 
ostentation, and in one or two cases with- 
out effect. In the Commons senior mem- 


bers, seeing the Prine Minister waiting at 
the bar with a sheet of paper in his hand 
and utilising it as a fan, were able to warn 
the awe-strueck novices that this must be a 
Royal message, and that such occasions cal- 
led for an uncovered head. Presently the 
Liberal leader was to be observed sig- 
nalling to the Speaker, his paper fan now 
being turned to the uses of a semaphore. “A 
message from the King, sir, signed with His 
Majesty’s own hwnd,” called Sir Henry, ad- 
vancing up the floor with the document, which, 
on being unfolded, turned out to be a recom- 
mendation to the Commons to make a grant of 
£50,000 to Lard Cromer. Although Mr. 
William Redmond promptly gave notice of his 
intention to oppose the grant; the Irish mem. 
bers, it may be noted, were among the first to 
comply with the etiquette of the occasion. A 
message to the other House to “concar” in the 
grant found more than one experienced courtier 
remiss in his duty. The confusion of the 
culprits when nudged into consciousness of 
their lapse may be imagined. 


NILE YALL RY. 


A general meeting of ithe Nile Valley Com 
pany (Limited), in liquidation, was held 
yesterday at Winchester House, E. C., for the 
purpose of receiving the liquidators accounts, 
showing the manner in which the winding up 
had been effected, and the property disposed 
of, and also to fix the remuneration of the 
liqnidator. 

Mr. J. Pasfield (liquidator) presided, and 
stafed that the liquidation would have been 
completed earlier but for the tact that there 
wasa twelve months option which had to 
expire, and which subsequently turned ont to 
be worth nothing. The creditors amounted to 
£12,523, and, unfortunately, there were some 
dissentient shareholders who did not accept 
the offer made regarding their shares, and the 
matter went to arbitration. These shareholders 
won the day, and the cost of this amounted to 
£125, After all thenecessary payments had been 
made, there was a deficiency of £1,141, which 
was met by the Nile Valley (New) Company 
(Limited). The shareholders who did not come 
into the reconstruction, but who did not dis- 
sent, represented 5,317 shares, and accordingly 
they were sold, and realised £1,356, making a 
total of £1,363 with the interest accrued.

BIRTHS AND DEATHS.

During the week ending the 29th July, 505 
births, 11 of which were of European parentage, 
and 748 deaths, 14 of which . were Europeans, 
were registered in Cairo.

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ENGLISH RULE IN Boyer: 


INTERVIEW WITH HOUSNI BEY. 


The following is a full account of the 
interview with Housni Bey by a correspondent 
of the “ Pall Mall Gazette”, a summary of 
which appeared in our special telegram of the 
25th inst. :— 

I have recently had a conversation with 
a highly placed and very intelligent Egyptian, 
Atta Housni Bey, who is a cousin by marriage 
ofthe Khedive. Housni Bey belongs to the 
Moderate Reform party in Egypt. His Ex 
cellency speaks no European language with aily 
facility, so that’ the conversation had to be 
carried on injArabic ‘with the aid of an inter- 
preter. | found that the Bey considered that 
the Nationalist movement had taken on ah 
exaggerated phase. “It is absurd to criticise 
everything the English do merely because it is 
they who do it,” he said. “I'he English have 
performed much service to my country. It is 
natural from the geographical position, that 
they cannot abandon us; 
to India, the gateway to the Dark Continent. 
I quite understand the paramount necessity -to 
England of remaining in Egypt‘; at the same 


time, I think the scope of area of local govern-. 


ment should be enlarged. 

‘Lord Cromer’s administration was good 
from the financial point of view, but his in- 
fluence was damaged by the severity shown 
in the Denshawi affair. 

“The present crisis in Egyptian feeling is 
due to the latter policy of- England to con- 
certrate all the European influences in her 
own hands, and to withdraw the country-from 
the influence of other nations, also in the 
reluctance to give the natives opportunities 
under the British flag.”’ 

Speaking of world politics as they affected 
Egypt, Housni Bey insisted on the value of 
friendship between England and Turkey. The 
tendency of the Liberal Press in England to 
ery out against the Sultan was a mischievous 
tendency, he thought, because it drove Turkey 
into the Arms of Germany. ‘‘We Mussulmans 
acknowledge the Sultan as the representative 
of the Caliphate, as the successor of the 
Mahomet, and in that religious sense, of 
course, other rulers, which destiny may give 
us, are merely pseudo-caliphs.” 

In order to bring out the self-reliance of 
the native, and hasten the day when Par- 
liamentary institutions can be established— 
the Bey does not believe that the day has yet 
fully come—it is necessary to develope the 
education of the native. His Excellency thought 
that the English might show a greater interest 
in higher education, and favour such an idea 
as the University at Cairo. The school system 
was greatly extending; the fellaheen were 
even sending their daughters to be educated, 
but instruction remained in too elementary a 
state. 

He complained that two faults had been 
committed in Egypt in breaking down all 
distinctions of class, so that the man who 
had natural authority was largely robbed of 
it, and in taking away from public edu- 
cation those higher institutions that existed 
hefore the occupation. Nevertheless, the ins- 
truction of the people was making great 
progress, and he thought that in five 
years forty per cent., of the children would 
be able to read and write instead of ten 
per cent., which was now the case. In 
dealing with education, he insisted that 
the scholars should be better grounded in 
Arabic before being taught the sciences in 
English, in the Secondary Schools. 

The Bey is anxious to havean audience 
with King Edward. “TI ask this not for a 
political purpose—I am more-an educatio- 
nist and a publicist than a politician—but 
in a purely personal capacity. I wish to 
see the Great Emperor under whose flag | 
live and who rules over three hundred mil- 
lions of people. I fully recognise that we 
must be protected by some nation, and it 
is proper that England should have moral, 
financial, and military control. But let her 
take us a little more into her confidence, 
and she will find the results are good for 
the happiness of the country.” 

The Bey, who is a somewhat bulky-look- 
ing man in the thirties, with a pleasant 
and intelligent expression, leant back smil- 
ing benevolently and lighted a cigarette. 
“IT hope my views commend themselves to 
you,” he said. “What a_ pity,” observed 
his interpreter and physician, Dr. T'abet Bey, 
who has learnt excellent English in the 
American Presbyterian College at Beyrout, 
Syria, “they would only allow his Excel- 
lency to bring in a box of a hundred ei- 
garettes.” 

- And thus in a genial triviality the con- 
versation came to an end.

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EGYPT IN PARLI AMENT. 


cOsT: OF LIVING. 


~The following are among the qnestions con- 
cerning Egypt which have recently been put 
before Sir Edward Grey : : 
~ Mr. MacNeill.—To ask tl the Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs whether he is aware that 
a namber of inferior functionaries of the 
Egyptian Government have petitioned Sir 
Eldon Gorst to the effect that the cost of liv- 
ing in Egypt is constantly and rapidly increas- 
ing, that their salaries - were. fixed. on the 
basis of much lower costs of former years and 
are no‘ longer. sufficient for maintenance ; and 
that the Commission appointed by Lord. Cro- 
mer in 1904, by making the maximum of 
wages in the highest class from £5 to £9 per 
month, the maximum of which cannot be 
reachied in leas than 14 years, has rendered 
their condition worse than formerly ; and 
whether he will recommend the Egyptian 
Government td-revise the scale. 

Sir E. Sreye= kam aware that this subject 
has “beeitorvedpying the attention of the 
Egyptian Government. But I ,do not consider 
it advisable for H.M. Government to interfere 
in a matter which obviously depends upon de- 
tailed information of local conditions, with 
which the Egyptian Government are fully 
qualified to deal. 

BARRISTERS IN NATIVE. COURTS. 


Mr. MacNeil.—To ask .the Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs whether he is aware 
that the council of discipline, which tries bar- 
risters practising in the aaah courts of Egypt 
is at preset wholly cothposed of judges and 
the Procureur General in his quality of 
magistrate ; and whether he will advise the 
Egyptian Government to secure for the Bar 
adequate representation upon such council. 

Sir E. Grey.—The question is one of ad- 
ministrative detail which must be left to the 
Egyptian Government. 

DEFENSE OF NATIVE PRISONERS. 


Mr. MacNeill.—'To ask the Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs, whether he is 
aware that the members of the Bar prac-. 
tising before the Native courts in Egypt 
are compelled to defend prisoners gratuit- 
ously ; whether upon failure to appear for 
the defence after selection by the court, a 
fine of £50 may be inflicted upon them 
and whether he will advise the Egyptian 
Government to alter the system. 

Sir E Grey.—I ain not aware of the sys- 
tem which obtains in regard to this point ; 
but I do not see that 1 can advantageous- 
ly interfere in a matter of this kind. 

THE LAMBERT AFFAIR. 

Dr. Rutherford. — 'l’o ask the Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs, whether the Govern- 
ment of France have made any representations 
to His Majesty’s Government on the Lambert 
affair; whether the Government of France 
considers Mr. Dunlop’s action as contrary to the 
spirit of the treaty of 1904 ; and whether, in 
the interests of the entente cordiale, His 
Majesty’s Government will recommend the 
Government of Egypt to re-appoint M Lambert 
as principal of the Khedivial Law School, or, 
failing him, to consult the wishes of the French 
Government. 

Sir E. Grey.— No representations have been 
made by the French Government, and my 
Right Hon. friend has nothing to add to the 
answer given to the Hon. Member on the 16th 
inst. 

THE TRIPOLI FRONTIER. 

Mr. John Robertson.—To ask the Secre- 
tary of State for Foreign Affairs, whether 
he has any official information showing that 
in the first week in June a detachment of 
50 Turkish troops occupied Bemba, ‘on the 
frontier of Tripoli, and that the Egyptian 
Government had charged an officer of the 
garrison of Alexandria to proceed ‘to the 
spot with a detachment and cause it to be 
evacuated; and whether he can state what 
has since occurred. 

Sir E. Grey. —The answer to the first 
qnestion is in the affirmative. An officer 
went to investigate and by June 8th. was 
able to report that the Turkish pattol had 
left Egyptian territory. 

LORD CROMER’S PENSION. 


Mr. Kettle asked the Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs last Thursday whether Lord Cromer 
was entitled to and had obtained a pension on 
his retirement ; and, ifso, what was the ainount 
of this pension, and was it charged on Imperial 
or Egyptian funds. . 

Sir E. Grey: A pension of £900 a year has 


been granted to Lord Cromer from Imperial 
funds. This is the pension attached by the 


hitherto existing rules to service as Diplomatic 
Agent and Consul-General in Egypt The 
pension eaftned in other posts of corresponding 
importance, such as embassies, is £1,700 a 


year. | 


IVORY AUCTIONS. 


The quarterly ivory sales were he!d in Lon- 

don last week, 66} tons being offered against 
39 4 tons at the same period last year. This 
included 243 tons Egyptian (20 tons) Alcx- 
andrian and 44 tons Malta), and 9 tons 
Abyssinian. There was a good competition 
and prices were well maintained. The demand 
was general for America, the Continent and 
the home trade. Billiard ball ivory continues in 
demand and measured pieces showed an ad- 
vance of 10/7 per ewt on the average. The 
quantity catalogued was about the average, 
Egyptian again being in good supply. Abys- 
sinian met a good demand at firm prices to 1/ 
to 21 @ ewt higher on medium tusks. Ball 
scrivelloks firm to rather dearer. Scrivelloes 
steady. Egyptian: Soft steady, occasionally a 
little easier hard steady to 2/ ? owt lower. 
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SECOND ANNUAL MEETING. 
| 

The Second Annual General Meeting of this 
company was held on Friday last, the 26th at 
Winchester House, the Chairman, Mr. Gre- 
ville H. Palmer presiding. 

After the notice convening the meeting had 
been read, the Chairman delivered the follow- 
ing apeech : -— 

Gentlemen, 

We appear before you to- day i in cindaiinetante 
which have no parallel in my business ex- 
perience. We are trading in a rich country, 
our trading has. been successful to an’ extent 
that is quite remarkable, we have presented to 
you a balance-sheet showing, for the second 
time in the history. of the Company, a very 
large profit, and yet we have to meet you with 
the very disappointing statement that) we do 
not at present recommend the payment of a 
Dividend. 

The reason is, that notwithstanding the 
general prosperity of the: country, money in 
Egypt is very scarce. It is very difficult to 
borrow money even on the best of security,and 
therefore for the present we have to utilise all 
our available funds for our current tequire- 
ments. ‘These are sufficiently onerous, and 
will continue to be so for the greater part of 
this year. 

We are engaged in building operations on 
Savoy Chambers, and besides that we have to 
find money for the development of our Agricul- 
tural properties, without which they cannot be 
brought into a paying condition. 

You will say; why do you: not realise some 
of your assets? and the answer is that it is 
difficult to make realizations on a large scale 
at the present moment. People with large sums 
available are not to be found at every corner. 
Real property in Egypt has not, so far as can 
be ascertained, fallen in value to any appreci- 
able extent. So far from that being the case, 
wherever we have been able to trace sales of 
teal property at all comparable to our own 
holdings, the values are fully maintained, and 
even enhanced, but the majority of such sales 
are of small parcels, and sales of large pro- 
perties as a whole are for the moment almost 
entirely suspended. It is therefore obvious that 
we cannot raise such a sum of money as would 
be required for the payment of a dividend in 
this manner, not because the properties are not 
worth the price they are valued at, but because 
the buyers are tew and far between. 

The financial position in Egypt to-day is a 
very remarkable one. You will remember that 
when we last met I told you that I did not 
believe in the pessimistic views of people in 
general, and in this coantry in particular, who 
were predicting a slump in land values in 
Egypt. These predictions have been per- 
sistently indulged in ever since, and as far 
as the value of real property is concern- 
ed the slump has not come, nor does it 
at present shew any signs of doing so. 

At the risk of wearying you I must say 
one or two more words about land’ yalues, 
especially as they apply in our own case. 

There have been numerous articles in the 
Egyptian and European papers during the 
last few months, attempting to prove that 
the slamp has at last come, but when they 
proceed to give illustrations, you will find that 
their instances are almost entirely confined 
to suburban properties. I have heard of no 
instances where agricultural lands or choice 
town lots have fallen in value, but rather 
the contrary, and to these two classes our 
investments are confined, with very trifling 
exceptions, You will remember that when we 
met last year, I made this very point, viz : 
that too high prices had been paid for this 
class of property (suburban) and that we were 
entirely free from dangerous investments of 
this nature. I am very pleased to he able to 
renew that assurance now. Our investments 
are not only worth every penny we have paid 
for them, but the valuation we have put upon 
them at the date of the balance-sheet, a 
valuation which, I am satisfied, holds good to- 
day, shows a large increase on the cost price, 
at which they stand on our books, and in the 
balance-sheet. I may add that we hold agri- 
cultural estates which, when developed, will 
ona moderate estimate represent a value of 
themselves alone equal to the share and 
debenture capital. 

We have to inform yon that weare ne- 
gotiating for a rearrangement of our de- 
benture capital, which, while it gives in- 
creased security and satisfaction to the de- 
benture holdérs, will at the same time give 
us a surplus amount of debentures of a 
more marketable nature, which will be at 
our disposal for the purposes of our business. 

We are also asking you for powers to 
increase the ordinary share capital. We 
have no intention of making a public issue 
but we have found it so convenient in the 
past to have shares at our disposal for our 
business, that we wish to continue the prac- 
tice. In fact a great part of our reserve 
has been built up in this way. 

At the close of the Chairman’s remarks, Mr. 
R. Lang Anderson, of the Advisory Board in 
Egypt, replied to several questions asked by 
shareholders, and stated that the value of the 
Company’s property as shown .in the balance 
sheet bad been absolutely maintained, and that 
it would not be necessary to write anything off 
their value for depreciation. As regards the 
depreciation in the shares, this the Board 
naturally could not control, What had un- 
doubtedly helped to contribute to the de- 
preciation in prices of shares was due to the 
fact that a great deal of speculation had taken 
place in Egypt in the shares of the numerous 
companies that had been recently floated there 
and Estates shares being one of the few liquid 
shares had to be sold in otder to enable the 
holders to meet their commitments elsewhere,

no depreciation in theit valoes. The report 
and balance sheet were edopted.’ 

But there has been financial trouble of an- 
other nature. People thought that becaiise 
Egypt was prosperous, and money was flowing 
into the couritry from the sale of its a icaltaral 
products, this money would benefit’ 
trial condition of the country, generally. In 
this the business community in t has 
been woefully mistaken. ‘The rash of indnstrial, 
companies has resulted in financial: trouble, 


which has been widespread, and to this extent, - 


and this only,‘have the prophets of agi 
justified. The’ difficulties’ I have allude 
have affected all Companies, good and had 
for the gimple reason that. the supply of cash’ 
on the market ‘has° not been. enough to go. 
round. It is a fact that last season, I belie : 
no less a sum than £25,000,000 went into the 
pockets of the Egyptian people as the: 
of the cotton crop, and this year I believe even 
a larger sum will go in the same direction, but 
the strange fact remains that it did not last 
year alleviate the financial strain, and I doubt 
very much if it will do so this. The fellaheen, 
who receive the money, do not put it into 
circulation ; they either buy or lease land with 
it, or they bury it, and the only portion of it 
that benefits the Eurppean community in any 
way is such amounts as are paid to the Govern- 
ment for taxes etc. and these sums are only 
= out by degrees as the expenditure requires 
them. 

I said just now that this stringency of money 
has effected all Companies, good and bad. The 


bad ones found their subscribers unable to - 


meet their capital, while the good Companies, 


(among, whom I trust I may class onr own,) 


have to strain their resources; and borrow 
money at high rates to carry 6n' their business. 
You must remember that we are yet a young 
Company, and although [hope it will not be 
long before we are in receipt of a steady income 
from our properties, there is still a certain 


indus.

Had 
financial matters taken the course which Tf 
think we were all justified » lag cary tee

hunger to an extent only to be paralleled, I 

should imagine, in Ireland ; and: failing the 

appeasement of that. hunger, they are just as 

prone to bury their money as they were in the 

days of Ismail Pasha. And so we get no benefit 

out of it. 

This is my own view of the strange state of 
Egyptian finance. [ own I was last year too 
apt to ridicule the pessimistic utterances to 
which I then alluded, but so far as I did so in 
relation to the predicted land slump, | contend 
that 1 was,'and am still right, and that although 
trouble has come, it is ot an. entirely different 
nature to what was then prophesied.

The Money Market. 


In our last article we mentioned that there 
was no probability of another heavy American 
drain on our gold resources this ,autumn, 
such as had to be met last year. This state- 
ment is confirmed by a message from New 
York this week, which states that the in- 


fluential Treasury officials there have quietly 


notified the leading Wall Street bankers that 
if they hold down Wall Street speculation for 
the next two months, the Government will 
deposit enough money in the national banks 
later to finance the autumn crop movement. 
Although there is a condition attached to 
the promise, which may or may not be kept by 
the bankers, there is no doubt that the United 
States Treasury will do their best to avoid the 
financial squeeze which has been such a 
feature of the cotton harvest season during 
the past few years. 

This, it is unnecessary to point out, will 
have an important bearing on our gold posi- 
tion here, in view of the heavy demand which 
will be made by Egypt for the moving of the 
crop. An increased bank rate is to be avoided 
if possible, and if the reserve continues to be 
augmented at the present rate, and America 
is not an extensive importer of gold as in past 
years, it may be possible to finance the 
Egyptian crop without the necessity of raising 
the Bank’s minimum. 

With this week’s addition of £431,000, the 
reserve now stands at £25,549,000, which is 
only £140,000 lower than at this period last 
year, The ratio to liabilities has risen 1} to 
474 per cent., which brings it within 1 per 
cent. of last year’s figure. A net influx of 
£409,000 from abroad was accompanied by a 
small return of coin from internal circulation, 
and the stock of bullion is thus increased by 
£497,000. 

There is now rather more demand for money 
accommodation consequent on the approach of 
the end of the month, and yesterday day to 
day and weekly loans were quoted 23} to 2} 
percent. Forthree months’ fine bills as much 
ag 52 was obtained. 


Sliver. 

The silver market has again been very firm, 
and the quotation has further advanced } 
being now quoted 314d. 


The Stock Markets. 

It is unfortunate that the prospective arran- 
gement by which the trade difficulties connect- 
ed with the crisis in Egypt would have been 
tided over by the private liquidation of the 
estates involved, has fallen through, for had 
this scheme gone forward there is no doubt 
that it would have done much towards restor- 
ing things toa normal condition, and would 
have considerably helped the market. The 
announcement that the arrangement cannot be 
carried out has naturally led to a revival of 
anxiety, especially in Manchester, but when it 
is pointed out that all those interested are well 
able to stand any suspension that may arise, 
it will be seen that there is no cause for undue 
pessimism. This fact ought to be sufficient to 
prevent any serious relapse in stocks and 
shares. 

That the Egyptian share market is taking a 
hopeful view of the situation will be gathered 
trom our report below. This week the tone has 
shown a (decided improvement, and the rise in 
prices is, in the circumstances, a matter of 
much satisfaction. It is to be hoped that this 
feeling of confidence may continue, and that 
we may be saved a further set-back. 

In the market for general securities dealings 
are on a small scale, and are likely to continue 
restricted until after the fortnightly settlement.

The loan was unconditionally guaranteed by 
the Japanese Government, and is a_ perfectly 
sound security, so that there appears to be 
little justification for the criticisms which have 
been levelled against the Government for 
bringing out the issue at the present juncture. 

After the announcement of the-result. of the 
issue, the new scrip went to 1 $ discount, but 
this price quickly brought in buyers, and the 
quotation closed firm last night at § discount. 
Japanese Fours and the Second Four-and-a 
Half, however, gave way 4. .The scrip has been 
steady to-day, but other issues have shed 4. 


Home Ralls. 


Further Railway dividends have been an- 
nounced this week.

But is is not, so easy to be sure 
that motor-omnibuses have had fair chance, 
or that the best possible type of ‘bus has been 
running. Thisnew method of locomotion i isin the 
first experimental stage ; and its fate has been 
to be tried at a time when regulation of the 
street traffic of all sorts is in aloose and deplor- 
able confasion. New companies plunged into 
the confusion without knowing at all what they 


would be: allowed to do, and witha sort of | 


notion that they had to conquer a special right 
of way. Their tares were fixed on a:basis of 
sanguine expectation accordingly. Perhaps the 
‘buses were of too heavy a_type. Perhaps it 
was preposterous to think of i the pace 
of.any kind of traffic. 

The significant thing about this attempt to 
quicken traffic is that, even if the motor bus 
companies were to throw up the sponge to- 
morrow, nobody would ‘assume that the last 
word had been said on the sbject. The motor 
bus is the conveyance of the future and 
because it has not been very saccessful in 
its beginnings, it by no means proves that it 
will be a failure.
